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preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74.

6. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Acronyms should not be 
used; therefore, the acronym "PVC" should be changed to "polyvinyl chloride." Appropriate 
correction is required. 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Trademarks should not be 
used in the claims; therefore, "polyester" should be used instead of the trademark "DACRON." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

10. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
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present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

1 1 . Claim 4 recites the limitation "the external vent" in line 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jackson et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,593,1 1 1), Kamen et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,386,576 Bl), 
Thomas (U.S. Pat. No. 6,866,292 B2), Bohn et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,773,027 B2), Sunabashiri et 
al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,561,539 Bl), Kishi et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,240,283), and Provasoli (U.S. Pat. 
No. 5,127,610) contain various elements of the claimed invention.
